The bags for the. carriage of grain made in this country, and 
hitherto in common use, cannot be said to have given satisfaction, 
as the material employed in the manufacture of these bags leaves 
much to be desired. British merchants might therefore with 
advantage compete with the local factories, as a better bag at a 
reasonable price would be acceptable to the grain merchants ‘of the 
country. 
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OF EGYPT. 


The steady rise in the prosperity and in the industrial develop- 
ment of Egypt is one of the most marked features in the history of 
the world’s trade in recent years. 

This satisfactory result has been brought about by many causes 
working together to a common end of which the following may be 
considered as among the principal, viz: The successful manage- 
ment of the debt and of the various administrations, the opening 
up of the country by new railways, and especially the constantly 
increasing mileage of the agricultural or light railways, the re- 
assessment of the land tax by which the prosperity of the village 
fellaheen will be materially increased, the important works 
undertaken and completed with regard to the Nile reservoirs and 
the control of the Nile generally including the clearing, now 
proceeding, of its upper branches of the “ sudd,” and the increased 
sense of security brought about by the reclamation ef the Soudan 
and Equatorial provinces from the disastrous sway of Mahdism. 

From whatever point of view, however, the commercial develop- 
ment of Egypt be considered, one fact stands out with prominence, 
and that is the predominant share taken by the United Kingdom 
in the increased import and export trade, and in the general 
management of affairs leading up to such a result. 

Trade.—Taking first the imports into Egypt, the following tables, 
which have been taken from the Official Report of the Egyptian 
Customs, show the value of merchandise imported from the United 
Kingdom and British Possessions, France, Turkey, Austria 
Hungary, Germany, Italy, Russia, Belgium, and other countries 
in each of the years 1896—1899 inclusive :—

In 1896, the United Kingdom held 30-0 per cent. of the total 
export trade of Egypt; in 1897 her share was 48-1 per cent.; in 
1898 it was 45°1 per cent.; and in 1899 it had risen to 53°6 per 
cent. The principal articles exported from Egypt are raw cotton, 
cotton seed, and sugar. 

Shipping.—According to the report of the British Chamber of 
Commerce at Alexandria, the total shipping, steamers and sailing 
vessels, entered at the Port of Alexandria in the last three years (1897- 
1899) was as in the following table :—

From the above it will be seen that the tonnage of British 
shipping at the port of Alexandria predominated to the extent of 
45°6 per cent. in 1897, 43°5 per cent. in 1898, and 47-7 per cent. 
in 1899. 
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; ‘Railways.—In an account of the main lines of the Egyptian 
system, reference may be made to articles in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 19th April last, pp. 123-125, but some further 
details as regards the light or agricultural railways in the country, 
taken from’ Lord Cromer’s Report for 1899, will be of interest here 


as showing one of the many different steps taken by the Govern- 
ment with a view to the internal development of the country. 
209 miles of line of agricultural railway were opened for traffic 
in 1899. The total length constructed since 1897 is 430 miles. 
The following table shows the receipts from passenger traffic :—

As a proof that very low rates pay the promoters of these lines, 
it may be mentioned that when the “ Chemins de Fer Economiques ” 
reduced their minimum charge by one-half, the number of pas- 
sengers in the first month increased by 60 per cent.; the receipts 
also increased in spite of the reduction. 

The lines in the Fayoum Province, which are managed by a 
purely Egyptian Company, have been too lately opened to permit 
of any fair comparison being made between them and the older 
railways. Their receipts, however, already average 142/. per mile 
per annum. 

The Delta Light Railway receipts have increased to 2451. per 
mile per annum, and the maximum obtained on the “Chemins de 
Fer Economiques ” has reached the figure of 2801. per mile. 

The rolling-stock of all these lines is as yet quite inadequate to 
carry the cotton and other goods brought to them. When this 
defect has been remedied, a proportionate increase in their receipts 
may be expected. There seems to be no likelihood whatever of the 
Government being called upon to pay the guaranteed rate of interest. 

There is as yet no indication that these lines compete seriously 
with the State railways. The earnings of these latter have not 
diminished, as it was at one time thought probable would be the case. 

Resources of the Soudan.—With regard to the Egyptian Soudan, 
articles on the opening up of these districts and on the forest and 
mineral wealth of the country were published in the issues of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for April and July, 1899, and to the 
information contained in these articles there is not much to add. 
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Trade in 1900.—As noted in the “ Board of Trade Journal” for 
the 30th ult., the total value of Egyptian exports from Ist Janua 
to 30th June of the current year is calculated at £E8,978,489 as 
against £E7,058,468 during the corresponding period of last year, 
that is to say, an increase of £E1,920,021. 

The whole of this increase is more than accounted for by the 
export of cotton and cotton seed, but against this there has been 
a diminution of upwards of £E135,000 in the value of the sugar 
exports, which suffered from the failure of last year’s Nile flood. 

The total value of Egyptian imports including tobacco from 
Ist January to 30th June is calculated at £E6,083,896, as against 
£E4,998,398 during the corresponding period of last year, that 
is to say, an increase of £E1,085,498. 

There has been an increase in the value of the imports in eve 
one of the fourteen categories according to which they are classified, 
with the sole exception of ‘‘ Chemical Products,” which have slightly 
fallen off owing to the development of local soap manufacture, 

The most notable features of this increase are to be found in— 


(a) Cereals ene 215,717 
(L) Textiles 243,263 
c) Metals and machinery 172,834 
th Coal and wood ies oun 149,177 


The increases under (c) and (d) must of course be attributed in 
some measure to a rise in price, but the marked general develop- 
ment of the import trade under every head is indicative of a higher 
standard of comfort, together with an increased spending power 
throughout the country. 

British trade has benefited by upwards of half-a-million out of 
the total increase of £E1,085,498 in the imports, as against some 
£E100,000 credited to France and Russia respectively, £E170,000 
to the Turkish Empire, and £E30,000 to Germany, 

General. The progress of Egypt’s commercial development in 
the last decade has been marked, The total trade in 1888 was 
valued at 18,629,0001., and in 1899 it had reached 27,495,0001., 
and of this total trade England commands over 45 per cent. 

The great wealth of Egypt lies in her agricultural resources— 
cotton, oil seeds, sugar, and other crops. ‘These, in turn, depend 
on the Nile flood, With the Nile regulated and controlled by the 
immense system of reservoirs and dams now under construction, 
with a fellaheen freed from excessive taxation, and with a network 
of light railways rendering the produce of the country accessible 
to foreign markets, it is to be hoped that the prosperity of Egypt 
will show the same steady increase from year to year. 
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In a recent issue of “ Industries,” a journal published in Natal, 
it is stated that few have any idea of the extensive use made of 
light railways in that Colony, or the relative cost of this means of 
transport compared with the old methods. 

There are stated to be not less than 175 miles track of 12 lb. to 
20 lb. rails laid down ; the gauges varying from 18 ins. to 30 ins. ; 
and this length of line is constantly being increased. 

These 175 miles track have to serve over many hundreds of 
miles. Take the Tongaat Sugar Co., Ltd., for example. This 
estate possesses 22 miles of track, 8 being permanent, and 14 
portable. These 14 miles of portable track are placed once a year 
over the whole of the 180 miles of roads cut through their cane 
fields. The gauge used on this estate is 24 in. gauge, which the 
majority of the planters consider most suitable for cane 
transportation. 

When animals are used for drawing the trucks, the 12 Ib. rail 
has proved itself to be the most suitable section ; but where steam 
traction is employed, 16 lb. rails are preferred. 

For heavier work than that on sugar estates, 16 lb. rails should 
be used for animal, and 20 ib. rails for locomotive traction. 

Four miles of 16 lb. rails are used on the largest Wattle farm in 
the Colony ; the poles being carried on a dozen two-bogie trucks, 
the construction of which has been slightly altered to suit their 
special requirements. 

The following particulars may be of value to those intending to 
adopt this expeditious and economical method of transport. 


With sleepers 24 ft. apart, 3 ft. a .

Thus, by increasing the number of wheels to a locomotive, it 
may be utilised for working on 12 lb. rails. Take, for instance, 
the most common style of track—12 lb. rails. and sleepers three 
feet apart. A four-wheeled locomotive, with a total wheel pressure 
of 7,000 lbs., would be too heavy for working on it; whereas, by 
the addition of another pair of wheels, there would be over 
1,500 lbs. to spare. It would appear that much economy can be 
effected by planters investing in light railway plant. 

When the steel market is normal, three miles of track and a 
dozen trucks of the above type—six with brakes, six without— 
constructed to carry 3,000 lbs. of sugar cane, can be purchased at 
under 1,000/. delivered. With regard to the outlay of the planter 
who employs the regular type of ox waggon seen on the planta- 
tions, the waggons cost him 20/. each, and carry about 2,000 lbs. 
Therefore, to transport as much cane as the twelve trucks 
mentioned above would carry, he would require 18 waggons, at a 
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cost of 360/. He will require four oxen per cart, viz. :—72 oxen ; 
but as some of the oxen are always lame, or sick, he cannot work 
his 18 carts without keeping at least 80 oxen, which, putting 
the cost of the oxen at only 8&l. a-piece, would bring up the 
outlay for carts and oxen to 1,000/. Beyond this is the fact 
that far more work can be done with a tramway as with the old 
system of carts. 

The uses of light railways are not limited to sugar estates. 
Contractors, brickmakers, &c., &c., are large users, for they find 
that with rails and side-tipping trucks they can turn out far more 
work than hitherto accomplished, and at a much less cost. 

The Journal adds that, in the course of the next few years, it is 
possible that many of the large farmers in the Colony will be 
making use of this economical method of transport, for manuring 
their lands, carrying their crops, &c., &c. 


FACILITIES AFFORDED TO THE PUBLIC TO OBTAIN 
INFORMATION FROM CUSTOMS AUTHORITIES 
ABROAD. 


The following particulars respecting the facilities afforded in 
certain foreign countries to the public to obtain statistical informa- 
tion from the Customs Authorities in those countries have been 
received at the Board of Trade through the Foreign Office :— 

Germany.— From a memorandum on the subject of the conditions 
upon which information is supplied by the Customs Authorities in 
the German Empire, which has been prepared in H.M. Embassy at 
Berlin from information furnished through the courtesy of an 
official in the Imperial Foreign Office, it appears that :— 

1. The Directing Authorities are required to give official informa- 
tion in reply to enquiries respecting the Customs treatment of 
articles, the clearing of which at a Custom House situated in the 
district is contemplated by the applicant, and respecting the tare 
regulations and rates applicable to such articles. 

2. The applicant should state 

(a) Whether he has applied for the same information to another 
Directing Authority, and what answer he received from the latter. 

(b) Whether, and at which Customs Station, the article has 
already been imported by the applicant, or to his knowledge by 
other persons, and what Customs treatment it received on that 
occasion. 
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(c) At which Custom House in the district he intends to apply 
for the clearing of the article, or if unable to designate the place of 
entry the grounds for his inability to do so. 

3. The applicant must further supply, in a truthful manner, any 
particulars asked for by the directing authorities, relative to the 
quality and origin of the article, and he must place at their 
disposal a sufficient number of samples, to enable them to . 
undertake the requisite technical analysis of the article ; further- 
more, one sample is to be retained by the authorities, a second, 
after its nature has been identified, to be returned to the applicant, 
and a third, likewise identified, to be transmitted to the Customs 
station at which the goods are to be cleared. 

If the nature of the article renders the production of samples 
impossible, the enquiry should be accompanied by illustrations or 
by so accurate a description, that the desired information can be 
given and rendered intelligible without the production of a sample; 
should it not be possible either to produce a sample or to supply 
a sufficiently clear description of the article, the information is to 
be refused. 

The Directing Authorities may, according to their discretion, 
dispense with the production of samples. 

4. The applicant is not entitled to lodge a complaint against 
the information given him. The power conferred on importers of 
dutiable goods, by Section 12 of the Union Customs Act, to 
appeal against the clearing of goods which took place in virtue of 
the information given, is not affected by the present decree. 

5. The costs of any expert analysis of the article, which may 
have been necessary, as well as expenses arising from the carriage 
of the samples, are to be borne by the applicant. No other 
disbursements are to be charged tohim. The Directing Authorities 
are entitled to claim a deposit in advance from the applicant for 
this purpose. This especially applies to cases where the applicant 
has neither a permanent domicile nor a business establishment in 
Germany. 

6. The information given is to be communicated, if possible, 
together with an identified sample of the article, to the Customs 
station at which it is intended that the goods should be cleared. 
It is left to the discretion of the Directing Authorities whether a 
similar communication should be made to the other Customs 
stations situated in the Directing District. 

7. The Customs officials must conform to the decision upon 
which the information given by the superior Directing Authorities 
is based. 

If subsequently to the granting of the information, the decision 
upon which it is based is altered, either by the Directing 
Authorities themselves, or by the Supreme Fiscal Administration, 
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or by the Federal Council, in such a manner that the article is 
subjected to a higher rate of duty, or that a lesser tare allowance 
is made, the authorities must abstain from claiming the difference 
from the importer in the case of consignments of goods which 
were cleared before the Customs stations in question was notified 
of the change. If, however, the applicant has omitted to furnish, 
. though able to do so, the particulars described in Sections 2 and 3, 
‘or has furnished them incorrectly, the difference is to be recovered 
from him, unless the claim has lapsed. 

8. The Supreme Fiscal Administration of the particular State 
is empowered to extend the application of the decision, upon 
which the information was based, for a period of three months 
beyond the date upon which the decision was altered, if the appli- 
cant can prove that the importation is taking place by virtue of 
contracts made in good faith, before the change was notified to the 
particular Customs Station at which the goods are cleared. The 
present provision does not apply in cases where the original 
decision has lost its validity by changes made in the law, or by 
alterations in the official Customs Tariff, or by some other public 
notification. 

The exemptions thus granted by the Supreme Fiscal Adminis- 
tration are to be entered on the lists of tariff abatements, granted 
on grounds of equity, which are annually submitted to the Federal 
Council. 

9. Any alterations mae in the decision upon which the informa- 
tion was based, other than those made by changes in the law, or in 
the official Customs Tariff, or by some other public notification, are 
to be communicated through the official channel to the importer 
within a year after the giving of the information, after which date 
they need only be communicated if applied for. 

10. The Imperial Plenipotentiaries for Customs and Taxes are 
required to record the information thus given, and to communicate 
the same with all possible despatch, and in brief tabular form to 
the Imperial Treasury. Cases which are so simple as to exclude 
the possibility of a divergence of views, or which treat of questions 
of wholly secondary importance, need not be communicated to the 
Imperial Treasury. The latter should take care that any divergen- 
cies which may arise between the information given by different 
Directing Authorities reiative to the same article are corrected as 
expeditiously as possible, through the intermediary of the 
respective Supreme Fiscal Administrations concerned. 

With regard to enquiries respecting the importation and ex- 
portation of articles from and to the German Customs territory 
there exist no provisions imposing an obligation on the German 
Customs officials to grant such information. All forthcoming 
statistics on this head are contained in the “Foreign Trade 
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Statistics,” published in monthly, quarterly, and annual issues, by 
the Imperial Statistical Office, 

France—It appears from enquiries which have been made in 
France, that information solicited in that country for the purpose 
of importing or exporting goods, or with reference to the applica- 
tion of the Customs Tariff, is always furnished by the French 
Customs authorities free of charge. With regard to questions on 
matters affecting commercial operations which may be asked for by 
private persons, no action is taken by the authorities when it is 
found that in the elucidation of the points raised any considerable 
expenditure of time would be entailed, or that the researches which 
might be necessary would unduly interfere with the ordinary duties 
of the Customs officials. 

Similarly, requests for information tending to make public the 
knowledge of commercial transactions which is confided to the 
Customs alone, is refused, and in general, the French Customs 
administration in replying to applications for information confines 
itself to statements of a general character, and to information of 
the same nature as that contained in published documents, from 
which in most cases it is extracted. 

Italy —As regards Italy, a communication has been received 
from H.M. Ambassador in Rome, in reply to questions as to the 
conditions under which it is possible to obtain from Italian Custom 
houses information as to the importation and exportation of articles 
into and from the country. In this communication it is stated 
that ‘ By order of the Minister of Finance the Custom houses are 
authorised to furnish gratuitously such statistical data on com- 
mercial and shipping matters as may be asked for by the repre- 
sentatives of foreign nations,” 

Belgium.— With reference to Belgium, a despatch, dated 5th 
inst., was received at the Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at 
Brussels, transmitting a communication from the Belgian Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, in which it is stated that when it is a question 
of obtaining information other than that published in the Belgian 
Trade Volume and Monthly Accounts (‘ Tableau général du com- 
merce de la Belgique avec les pays étrangers”” and “ Bulletin Mensuel 
du commerce spécial de la Belgique avec les pays étrangers”), special 
permission must be applied for at the Department of Finance and 
Public Works, 
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H.M. Consul-General at Odessa, in a recent report to the Foreign 
Office, states that the imports of coal from Great Britain have been 
considerable during the year 1899. The quantity imported at Odessa 
was 160,200 tons of the value of 111,200/. The total imports 
into Russia were 2,006,000 tons in 1898 and 3,836,600 tons in 1899. 

The native supply of coal would suffice for South Russia were it 
not apt to be interrupted in winter by frequent blocks of snow 
and by the insufficiency of rolling stock. Last winter the supply 
of coal from the interior could not be maintained. Stocks were 
allowed to be depleted, and when exhausted a coal famine set in. 
Native industries suffered keenly, and the inhabitants of large 
towns were left without fuel during part of the cold winter season. 
The Minister of Finance accordingly sanctioned the importation of 
coal at a reduced duty of 15 c.* per poud instead of 6 c. for house- 
hold purposes, steamship companies and railways. This, however, 
is only a temporary measure, the privilege expiring this month 
(September, 1900). The quantity to be imported was also limited 
as follows :—

Factories and works did not benefit by these concessions, 
notwithstanding their repeated petitions. 

To prevent a recurrence of last year’s coal famine, the Minister 
of Finance has ordered the establishment of coal depéts at all 
important towns and ports. Steps will also be taken to extend 
the network of railways in the mining districts, and a closer 
surveillance will be exercised over the working of the mines. 
For lack of means, mine owners, in many instances, have worked the 
upper strata only and produced coal of a low quality, for which 
high prices were demanded and artificially maintained. In future, 
it is hoped, speculation will not be allowed to play so large a part 
in the coal trade. 

252,278 tons of Russian coal were brought to Odessa in 1899 
and 306,280 tons in 1898. 

The British Vice-Consul at Kieff, states that a most interesting 
report on the present condition of the coal industry and the 
question of fuel was submitted to the Stock Exchange Committee 
by Commercial Councillor Mr. L. Brodsky, of Kieff, wherein he

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showed that in consequence of the adoption of the law regarding 
the regulation of forests having compelled a large number of 
works and factories to adopt coal instead of wood as fuel, the 
increase in the production of coal though great was still insufficient 
to meet the requirements. The increased demand is stated as being 
due to the requirements of the large ironworks opened during the 
last decade, of the railway companies, the steamship companies, 
and the sugar and gasworks. 

During the last decade the coal consumption from the Donetz 
Basin, which supplies 50 per cent. of the coal produced in Russia, 
was doubled as regards supplies to sugar factories and gasworks, 
sugar factories alone consuming over 25,000,000 pouds (403,226 
tons) of Donetz coal yearly, and trebled as regards steamship 
companies, and increased 64-fold as regards ironworks, and still 
the supply is insufficient for the demand. The report states that 
the quantity of coal necessary for the requirements of Russia for 
the present year represents 480,912,000 pouds (7,740,516 tons), 
while the production cannot exceed 451,916,950 pouds (7,288,983 
tons), or a deficiency of 28,995,050 pouds (467,662 tons). 

The crude oil, used as liquid fuel, which as recently as 1892 was 
a drug in the market, selling then for 1 c. per poud (4d. per ewt.) 
in Baku, now fetches 16 c. per poud (1s. 04d. per ewt.), notwith- 
standing the fact that the production during the same time has 
considerably more than doubled. 

The Stock Exchange Committee, after considering Mr. Brodsky’s 
report, decided to submit to the Minister of Finance and Ways and 
Communications that in their opinion, in order to regulate the 
question of fuel, it would be necessary— 

(1) That foreign coal be imported duty free ; 

(2) That a duty be exacted on all crude oil or “ Ostatki” 
exported ; 

(3) That the railway rates for the carriage of coal and crude oil 
should be reduced by 50 per cent. ; 

(4) That foreign coal should be exclusively used upon all the 
State Railways; and 

(5) That in order to encourage the working of existing mines, 
as well as the search for and exploration of coal and petroleum 
fields, Government cash credits should be made available. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,522.) 
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According to a recent report of the Belgian Consul at 
San Domingo, published in the “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) 
of 25th ult., the total value of the commerce of the Dominican 
Republic rose in 1899 to 6,396,887 piastres (1,279,0001.) of which 
1,857,702 piastres (371,0001.) were imports and 4,539,185 piastres 
(908,0001.) exports. 

These figures were divided between the different custom-houses 
of the country as follows :—

Compared with the results of the previous year, these figures 
show a marked diminution, which must in the first place be 
attributed to the political troubles which led to the disappearance 
of the former president, Heureaux, and secondly to the financial 
crisis provoked by the adoption of a gold standard and the 
calling-in of paper money. 

Agriculture—Compared with that of 1898, the agricultural pro- 
duction of 1899 has undergone a slight diminution due to the same 
causes which affected the commerce of the country. However, 
since the new Government has been in office, agricultural works 
have been resumed with great activity, and there is reason to 
believe that the figures for the exports will show a noticeable 
increase in 1900. 

As regards quality, the coffee of San Domingo is equal to that 
of Porto Rico, but generally speaking the crop is not gathered 
carefully enough, and the qualities are not sufficiently well 
separated. Thus last year certain Dominican coffees from Maniel 
obtained considerably higher prices than the best Porto-Rican 
coffees. Connoisseurs even claim that when well prepared, 
Dominican coffee will obtain twice the price at which it is actually 
sold on the European markets. This applies also to tobacco, 
which is of superior quality, and the defective preparation of which 
is the sole cause of its depreciation in foreign markets. 

In certain districts of the Dominican Republic one can acquire 
for 200 or 300 piastres land of excellent quality sufficient for 


i 
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several plantations and for cattle breeding. An intelligent immi- 
grant possessing from 2,000 to 3,000 piastres could, it is said, 
acquire and organise an agricultural exploitation which would 
secure him a good living, and which would increase ten times its 
value in ten years. Contrary to general belief, the country is very 
secure, the inhabitants very hospitable, ownership assured, and 
colonists are certain of being able to enjoy complete security if 
they abstain from interference with local politics. ~ 

Besides fertile ground and a good market, foreigners establish- 
ing themselves in the Dominican Republic would find excellent 
pasturage for breeding cattle, plenty of building timber, and a 
number of beasts of burden. The latter can be bought very cheaply, 
a horse fetching from 25 to 30 piastres, and an ass from 10 to 12 
piastres. 

At the end of four months, the holder of a new agricultural 
undertaking is able to reap maize, beans, sweet potatoes, vege- 
tables of all kinds, onions, garlic, &. Bananas can be gathered 


nine months after planting. Manual labour is cheap but relatively 
scarce, so that it would be good policy to attract to the country 


whole families of agriculturists. 

The climate of the island is healthy, the forests contain plenty 
of feathered game, and the watercourses abound in fish, besides 
which cattle are abundant and breed very rapidly. 

The Belgian Consul adds that agriculture appears to have a 
splendid future before it in the Dominican Republic, and offers 
&@ remunerative opening to European colonists possessing a 


moderate amount of capital. 
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BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, a copy

the rates now ascertained to be chargeable thereon, after making 
allowance for the maximum bounty paid by the Austrian Govern- 
ment. Such refunds will be made to the importers concerned, 
that is to say, to the person by whom the duty was originally 
paid, on application to the Collector of Customs to whom the duty 
was paid ; evidence that the sugar was shipped from the Austrian 
port of export before the 1st August, 1899, and evidence regarding 
the rate and amount of duty paid being furnished to the satis- 
faction of the Collector.

“ quantity and particulars of the goods which he is importing or 
“ exporting and forthwith pay the duties leviable thereon. 

** 5. No canoe or vessel of any description in which goods are 
“‘ being imported or exported shall proceed a hundred yards beyond 
“the Custom House at Isheri until the duties leviable upon such 
“* goods have been paid. 

‘6. All persons importing or exporting goods by the Lagos 
‘Government Railway shall, on arrival at Aro wharf, Ifo, or Otta, 
“as the case may be, forthwith take all goods in their possession 
“to the Custom House at such place, and declare the quantity and 
“ description of such goods, and forthwith pay the duties leviable 
“* thereon. 

“7, All persons importing or exporting goods by the main road 
aforesaid shall, on arriving at Otta, forthwith take all goods in 
“ his possession to the Custom House at Otta, and declare the 
“ quantity and description of such goods, and forthwith pay the 
* duties leviable thereon. 

“ 8. No goods upon which duties are leviable shall be taken 
“ from a Custom House until the duties leviable thereon have been 
paid. 

Me 9. The Customs officers, or any person acting on their behalf, 
“ shall be entitled to search canoes, and also to open and search all 
“ packages, loads, and boxes whenever they have reason to suspect 
* that such canoes, packages, loads and boxes contain goods upon 
“* which duties leviable under these Regulations have not been 
“ duly paid. 

“10. Every person requiring a receipt for the duties which he 
‘ pays may have the same upon furnishing the officer of Customs, 
“ or person acting on his behalf, to whom the duties have been 
“ paid, with a paper containing particulars of the goods imported 
“¢ or exported, and, the duties paid, such list, after being examined 
“and signed by the officer of Customs, or person acting on his 
“* behalf, shall be delivered as a receipt to the person requiring it. 
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“11. Any officer of Customs, or person acting on his behalf,. 
“may detain any person committing, or suspected of having 
“ committed, an offence against these Regulations. 

“12. Every person concerned in importing goods contrary to. 
“ these Regulations, or evading, or attempting to evade the pay- 
“ ment of duties, shall forfeit treble the value of the goods, or a 
** penalty not exceeding 100/., or, in default of payment within 
“three days, shall be subject to forfeiture of the goods and to 
“ imprisonment for a period not exceeding one year with hard 
labour. 

“ 13, Every person making a false declaration, or obstructing any 
“ officer of Customs, or person acting on his behalf, shall be liable 
“ to a penalty not exceeding 25/., or in default of payment within 
“three days, to imprisonment not exceeding six months with 
“ hard labour. 

“14, All disputes between importer and exporter and any 
“ officer of Customs, or any person acting on his behalf, and all 
“ offences against these Regulations, shall be tried by the Alake or 
“ by the person appointed by the Alake and Council to deal with 
* such matters, 


“15. These Regulations shall not apply to goods in transit.”

A supplementary article, No. 229, will consequently be added 
to the list of goods prohibited to be imported into Russia, and will 
read as follows: “ Food and drink containing a mixture of artificial 
sweetening materials,” 

In cases of contravention of the above regulations, the goods in 
question will be confiscated, and the persons guilty will be liable 
to a month’s imprisonment, or a fine of 300 roubles. 


GERMANY. 
The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
translations of certain Orders recently issued 
Tariff Decisions. by the Hamburg Customs Authorities, with 
regard to the classification of certain articles 
imported vid Hamburg into the German Customs Union. The 
following is the substance of these Orders :— 

Persimmon Wood is to be classed among ebony woods. When 
prepared merely by being sawn transversely, it is to be charged 
duty under the provisions of No. 13 c. 1 and 2 of the Customs Tariff. 

Tare Rates for Cork Stoppers——Wrappers of cork stoppers, 
consisting of a double layer of thin linen with an interlayer of 
paper, or of single layers of thin linen made of a trellis-like jute 
tissue each with an interlayer of paper, are (without prejudice 
to the right of paying on the net weight) to be granted a tare 
allowance of 5 per cent. per bale in accordance with Part IL., 
Section 3, Article 2, of the Tare Regulations. 

Sewing Cotton and Sewing Thread ave to be treated as “ prepared 
for retail sale” in the following cases :— 

(a) When imported in the form of reeled skeins, where the 
thread of the skein is fastened by being knotted together between 
the rows of thread, or where the thread or threads are wrapped 
round the rows, without regard to the length of the skeins. 

(b) When imported in the form of reeled skeins, where the thread 
passes unknotted between the rows, or where the thread or threads of 
the skein are not wrapped round the rows, in cases where the 
length of thread in a skein is less than 2,742 metres (3,000 yards). 

(c) When imported in the form of reeled skeins, which are not 
tied after reeling, if the length of thread is less than 2,742 metres ~ 
(3,000 yards). 
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(d) When imported in some form other than reeled skeins (e.9., 
wound in balls, or on spools or stars), if the weight of the 
individual pieces does not exceed 500 grammes. 

Tools imported with Machinery are to be regarded as “ parts of 
machinery ” only when they are without doubt intended to form 
an essential part of the machine, but not when merely intended 
for the putting together, taking to pieces, or keeping in order of 
the said machine, in which cases they are to be treated for tariff 
purposes according to the nature of their material, 

Stair Under-Carpets—Under-layers for stair carpets, made of 
animal sponge or vegetable tissue (presumably jute) mixed with 
animal hair (presumably cow-hair), the different materials being 
united by means of some adhesive stuff but not by any process of 
felting, and which are made more durable by strips of cloth being 
pasted on at the edges, are to be treated as floor-coverings. 
(“ Fussdecken ”) made of a mixture of finely separated animal and 
vegetable materials, and are therefore to pay duty under No. 27 f. 2 
of the Customs Tariff at the rate of 12 marks per 100 kilogs. 
(6s. 1d. per cwt.). 

Whilst by the above definition stair under-carpets are to be 
regarded as “ floor-coverings,” under-carpets of which one surface 
is made of uncoloured, unpressed ox-hair felt, and the other surface 
of woollen pulp, are to pay duty under No. 41 d. 2 of the Customs 
Tariff at the rate of 3 marks per 100 kilogs. (1s. 64d. per ewt.), since 
the felt gives to the article its most prominent feature. 


FRANCE. 
With reference to previous notices in the “Board of Trade 
Journal,” respecting the French import duties 


oo leviable on “ colonial produce ” other than sugar 
and its derivatives, cocoa and tobacco, and 


especially to the notice which appeared at 
pp. 637 and 638 of the “ Journal ” for the 13th instant, relative to 
a French Decree of the 29th ult. dealing with this matter, the 
Board of Trade have now received, through the Foreign Office, a 
copy of a circular issued by the French Customs Department, 
containing provisions for the application of the Decree in question. 

The Minimum Tariff rates, leviable upon “ colonial produce ” 
imported into France from the countries specified in the Decree, 
are to be applicable under the following conditions :— 

1. If imported fipm the country of origin.—The goods must be 
accompanied by a bill of lading drawn up at the port of direct 
shipment for France, and also by a certificate of origin, issued 
either by the local authorities or by a French Consular officer, or 
by the Custom House of the port. 

2. If imported from an eatra-European country, or from an 
Eurcpean country which benefits under the Minimum Tariff for

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“colonial produce.”—An extract must be produced from the bill of 
lading drawn up at the original port of shipment, showing the 
destination of the goods for the intermediate country, or a Customs 
certificate of the said country, proving that the goods were 
originally imported from the country of origin, that they received 
no manipulation while in bond, and that neither their packages nor 
marks were changed in any way. The extract from the bill of 
lading must be attested by a French Consul. 

[Nore.—If the goods are transhipped or landed in an European 
country they are still subject to the “ swrtaxe d’entrepdt” of 3 francs 
60 cts. per 100 kilogs. 

“Colonial produce” of a country which enjoys the Minimum 
Tariff, if imported into France via a country subjected to the General 
Tariff, will itself be dutiable under the General Tariff, without pre- 
judice—should the case occur—to the payment of the “ surtaxe 
d’entrepot.” 

The documentary evidence above referred to will only be required 
from and after the 15th December next. “Colonial produce ” of 
any foreign origin (other than sugar and its derivatives, cocoa and 
tobacco), deposited in a French warehouse before the 24th January, 
1900, will be subjected to the Minimum Tariff, whatever be the 
date at which it is entered for consumption, and in the case of such 
produce no attestation as to origin will be required. 

“Colonial produce” of Venezuelan origin, not being admitted to 
- enjoyment of the Minimum Tariff under the Decree of the 29th 
ult., was to be subject to the General Tariff from the 21st inst.

Regulations. Gazette,” for the 21st ult. :— 


13a. The Board may refuse to berth any 
vessel or to permit any cargo to be landed from any vessel until 
satisfied that suitable wharf, shed, quay, or other accommodation 
is available for such cargo, or that arrangements have been made 
for the removal and storage of the goods as they are landed. 

36. Fines and Rents.—Goods for places within the District of 
the Cupe shall be cleared, and the Customs warehousing or duty 
paid entries and the delivery or forwarding orders for the Dock 
Agent shall be presented with the dock dues and entries at the 
Board’s Offices, within 24 hours of the vessel commencing to 
discharge cargo. 

If this regulation be not complied with a fine of 6d. per ton, or 
portion thereof, per diem or portion thereof, will be charged in 
respect of the goods, whether such goods have been landed or not, 
provided, however, that whole cargoes for one consignee may be 
cleared in such quantities as may suit the consignee, the entries 
being passed before the goods are discharged. 

Goods consigned to places beyond the Cape District will not be 
subject to the above fine but will be charged rent at the rate of 
1s, per ton per week, commencing 72 hours after being landed. 

All goods left in sheds or warehouses or upon the quays or 
jetties shall be charged rent at the rates and upon the conditions 
set forth in the Tariff. 

Goods remaining on the Board’s premises beyond 72 hours may 
be removed by the Board at the risk and expense of the owner or 
consignee. 

Such goods when removed will be charged rent at the rate of 
3d. per ton per diem.

1, The enlargement of the goods station of the Warsaw line at 
St. Petersburg, and the construction of a branch line connecting 
the station with the port. 

2. The enlargement of the stations at Novotorjok and Vyschni- 
Volotchok, and for the construction of a branch at Volkovo of the 
Nicolas Railway connecting with the port. 

3. The enlargement of the Uxkul and Kurtenhof stations, and 
the improvement of the water supply at the Rémershof and Oger 
stations on the Riga-Orel Railway, and for the construction of 
dwellings at the six crossings on the Mitan branch of the same line. 

4, The construction of the Nijni-Krynsk branch of the Catherine 
Railway. 

5. The establishment of a food depét near the Kozlow station of 
the Riazan-Oural Railway. 

6. The extension of the Poltava-Constantinograd branch of the 
Kharkov-Nicolaieff Railway, to connect with the Koursk-Kharkov- 
Sevastopol Railway at Lozovaix station. 

7. The construction of a junction line round the town of 
Taganrog, the enlargement of Martsevo station, and the installation 
of water supply at Verkhnednieprovsk station on the Catherine 
railway. 

8. The execution of supplementary works on the railways of the 
south and south-west. 


GERMANY. 


The following facts concerning the development of light railways 
‘ , in Prussia (taken from a recent report of H.M. 
a Consul-General at Berlin) may be of interest :— 
ers The law concerning light railways passed in 
July, 1892, gave an unforeseen impetus to their construction.

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Before that date, about 980 kiloms. existed, and now 300 under- 
takings are working 7,000 kiloms. The gauge is either the normal, 
the metre, or the mixed gauge. All these are allowed, though the 
normal and the metre are most frequently used. 

The cost of construction of 286 of such railways (used principally 
for industrial and purposes) amounted to 18,627,4501., 
while the cost of 21 street tramways, with about 700 kiloms. 
working length, amounted to 6,862,745/. The combined capital 
employed amounted to 25,490,1961. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
2,528. 


ITALY. 


The British Vice-Consul at Bari reports that the depth of the 
on navigable water in the basin of that port has 
aacaaeennte remained unaltered, nor has any change taken 
= Bari. place in signals, lights, buoys, &c. The length 


of the pier facing Via Pizzoli has been brought 
up to 150 metres; it is intended to make its total length 500 
metres, involving an expenditure of 5,000/. Another project 
purposes the widening of the wharf in front of the Custom-house, 
the execution of which would cost a similar sum ; it is also reported 
that the goods depét of the railway station will be connected with 
the port to ensure a quicker despatch of merchandise. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,524.) 


MEXICO. 


The “ Railway Age” (Chicago) of 31st ult. states that, according to a 

despatch from El Paso, Texas, a new railroad 

New Railway. line may be constructed to that city from the 

State of Sonora, Mexico. It is reported that 

the National Cattle Company, which proposes raising live stock on 

a large scale in Mexico, and the Sonora Coal and Railway 

Company, are interested in the line, which will have El Paso as 
its northern terminus. 


VENEZUELA. 


A despatch, dated 20th August last, has been received at the 
. Foreign Office from the Acting British Consul 
ord Caracas forwarding copy and translation of a 
Resolution issued on 14th August, regarding 
netagils orts. the obligatory record of vessels in the Republic 


of Venezuela, as follows :— 
Article 1.—All captains of vessels are under the obligation to 
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present themselves within 30 days at the Customs House 
of the port at which they find themselves with the vessel under 
their command to be inscribed, giving the name of the vessel, 
nationality, tonnage and owner’s name. 

Article 2.—The Collectors of Customs will list the vessels 
belonging to their jurisdiction, which will be transmitted to the 
Minister of Finance and to the Bank of Venezuela. 

Article 3.—To work out the statistics of vessels existing in the 
Republic and to preclude confusion arising from two or more of these 
bearing the same name, the Collectors are authorised to enumerate 
them by stamping on the timbers the corresponding number as 
well as the name of the vessel. 

Article 4.—When from illness or any other justified cause a 
captain cannot or does not desire to navigate for a certain time, he 
will appoint a substitute, and the Collector of Customs will inform 
the Minister of Finance who will have the name of the proxy 
published in the official Gazette. 

Article 5.—Captains of vessels are under the obligation of present- 
ing to the respective Collector of Customs their certificate 
register (Patente de Navegacion) at foot of which the said Collector 
of Customs will certify the name of the Captain, that of the vessel, 
date of presentation and number corresponding thereto in the 
record (escalafon). 


GERMAN EAST AFRICA. 


A despatch dated 24th ult. has been received at the I’oreign Office 
from H.M. Diplomatic Agent and Consul- 


ao — : General at Zanzibar, forwarding copy of a 
Dar. despatch from the Acting British Vice-Consul 


at Dar-es-Salaam, in German East Africa, which 
states that the materials for the construction of a dry dock arrived 
at that port from Kiel on 4th inst. 

The dry dock, which is to be opened in December next, will be 
67 metres long, and 22} metres broad, will be large enough to 
contain a steamship of 2,000 tons, and of 6} metres depth, and can 
be sub-divided to hold two or more smaller boats at one time. 

In the course of a year or two it is proposed to increase the 
size of the dry dock so as to hold a steamship of 3,200 tons. 

The prices for the repairs of boats have not yet been fixed, but 
it is reported that less will be charged than at Bombay or at 
Simonstown, and it is confidently hoped that British gun boats, as 
well as steamers from Zanzibar and British East Africa, will then 
be induced to come to Dar-es-Salaam. 

It is said that the dry dock, including the freight to Dar-es- 
Salaam has cost 30,0001. The construction is estimated at 2,500. 
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FRENCH EAST AFRICA.

bye Me ne struction of the railway from Djiboutil to Addis- 
y: Abeba, a despatch, dated 24th ult., has been 
received at the Foreign Office from H.M. Consul-General for the 
Somali Coast Protectorate, enclosing a copy of the Tariff which has 
lately been issued by the Imperial Ethiopian Railway Company for 
the working of the line between Djiboutil and Daouanle—a distance 
of about 108 kilometres.

MINING, METALS, AND MACHINERY. 


CANADA. 


The “British Columbia Review” of the 8th inst. states that 
hitherto the Canadian coal mines have not been 
The Coal Supply. developed to such an extent as to enable them to 
compete for a share of the foreign markets, and 
the export of bituminous coal has been nearly stationary for the 
last five years. The following figures show the exports for recent 


years :—

The cost of handling coal enters into the question of exportation, 
and this is where some of the United States mines have the 
advantage over Canada. The Cape Breton coal, for example, 
dips and extends far under the sea, and is on that account 
expensive to mine. In some mines of the United States the 
coal lies in horizontal drifts and does not cost so much to bring 
to the surface. The deposits in the Dunsmuir coal mine are 
expensive to operate on account of their depth and irregular 
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formation. In the Crow’s Nest Pass district, while much of the 
coal is at a great depth, some of it is comparatively near the 
surface, but the labour problem has to be reckoned with. The 
Crow’s Nest Pass mines are largely supplying the needs of 
the mining communities of British Columbia, and the adjoining 
States where smelting and mineral development is in progress. 

According to the Toronto “ Globe ” a story is current there that 
Russia has offered a contract to the Dominion Coal Co., of Sydney, 
Cape Breton, for the delivery of one million tons of coal at Odessa. 
It is quite likely that the Russian Government, anticipating the 
possibility of exclusion from Britain, and having to look elsewhere 
for a source of supply, has determined to try the Canadian article. 
Nature has lavished its resources upon Canada with no sparing 
hand, and coal is among the number. The deposits are in the 
extreme east and the extreme west, and in two instances at least 
are adjacent to the seaboard, and, therefore, easily available for 
shipment by water. The deposits in the east lie in the Cape 
Breton, Stellarton and other districts of Nova Scotia. In the west 
are the Dunsmuir collieries, located in Nanaimo, British Columbia, 
and the deposits recently opened up in the Crow’s Nest Pass region. 
All these deposits are of bituminous coal. There is some anthracite 
in Canada, but it is restricted to the Lethbridge district of the 
North-west Territories. None of the bituminous coal mined in 
Canada is of an entirely smokeless variety. The Pocahontas coal, 
obtained in West Virginia, is the nearest approach to smokeless 
coal to be found on the North American continent. 


WEST AUSTRALIA. 


According to a communication received at the Board of 
Trade from the Agent-General for Western

RUSSIA. 


The “ Journal de St. Pétersbourg” for the 12th inst. states that 
Peat Coke the factory for the manufacture of coke from 
Fact peat, the foundation stone of which was laid on 

Ty: the 9th inst., in the presence of the Minister 

of Ways of Communication, is the first of its kind in Russia. 
In view of the immense extent of peat bogs in various regions of 
the Russian Empire, the production of the new fuel should in time 
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become an important source of revenue. Peat coke will cost about 
10 copecks per poud, and by the process of manufacture tar and 
aniline and anthracine, dyes which Russia has hitherto imported 
trom abroad, will be extracted from the peat. 


The British Vice-Consul at Kieff reports that great attention is now 
being devoted to the question of peat as fuel, 
Peat as Fuel. § and there is a good opportunity for the intro- 
duction of special machinery to utilise the 
immense tracts of peat land extending all over Russia. This 
question is being taken up by the Government. Commissions 
were appointed to consider the question, who have submitted a 
report on the subject, embodying important suggestions as to the 
manner of bringing this simple industry before the peasantry of 
the country, and also suggesting that financial assistance should be 
granted by the Government for the purchase of the necessary 
machinery for the construction of narrow gauge railways, &. The 
Vice-Consuls says: ‘‘It does seem surprising that the production 
of peat briquettes as fuel has not been thought worthy of attention 
up till now, considering the immense tracts of peat bogs available 
in Russia. On this subject much could be learned from Germany, 
which country has made great progress in the utilisation of such 
land for profitable commercial purposes.” (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 2,522.) 


GERMANY. 


The report of H.M. Consul-General at Berlin notices that an im- 
_ portant innovation appears in the “ Information 


Trade in 
Machi » concerning the Foreign Commerce of Germany” 
(N achweise iiber den auswiirtigen Handel 


Deutschlands), a monthly publication of the 
Imperial Statistical Office. Tables are given showing in detail the 
export and import of the various machines arranged according to 
their relative importance. From these tables it may be seen that 
the export of the following machines is considerably greater than 
the import :— 

Sewing machines, agricultural machines, brewery machines, 
refinery machines, electric machines, weaving machines, line 
shafting machines, pumps, hoisting machines, rolling machines, 
carding engines; machinery used in flour mills, machinery used 
in saw mills, machinery used in paper mills; steam engines 
and boilers, turbines, ventilators for factories, steam hammers, 
machines for cutting and punching metals, locomotives, loco- 
mobiles. 

On the cther hand, in machinery used in cotton spinning, in 
the manufacture of wool compressors and blasting machines,

machine tools and type-writers, the import is larger than the 
ort. 

The machinery used in cotton spinning comes almost exclu- 
sively from England, the superiority of the English machines being 
a necessary consequence of the early and extensive development 
of the cotton manufacture in England. Lately, however, efforts 
have been made to construct these machines in Germany. Weaving 
machines, too, are imported in large numbers from England, and 
yet the export from Germany is greater than the import. 

The demand for machines used in the woollen manufacture, for 
compressors, and for blasting, is principally supplied by Belgium, 
while the United States supplies almost exclusively the typewriters, 
reckoning machines, and machine tools. 

This detailed classification of machinery exports and imports is 
a very welcome improvement in the official statistics, and will 
prove to be of considerable help in the forthcoming reform which 
is projected in the duties on machinery. It is probable that the 
proprietors of the large ironworks will shortly meet to confer on 
the question of duties to be levied on machines in the new 
Customs Tariff. The enormous development of this industry during 
the last two years will necessitate a careful classification of the 
various details ofthis branch.

RUSSIA. 


In contradicting certain erroneous figures published by the press. 
Beet S as to the condition of beetroot culture in Russia, 

ret gg the “ Journal de St. Pétersbourg” for the 10th 
inst, states that according to official statistics

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the area planted with beetroot amounted to 488,864 dessiatines 
(dessiatine = 2°7 acres) on Ist July, 1900, showing an increase of 
9°3 per cent. over the area on the same date of last year which was - 
447,365 dessiatines. In 52 per cent. of the total area the state of 
the crop was reported as very satisfactory, against 48-1 per cent. in 
1899, and in 32-5 per cent. as satisfactory, against 32°8 per cent. 
last year. In every‘respect, therefore, the present year is so far 
more satisfactory for the beetroot industry than. its predecessor. 


H.M. Consul-General at Odessa. reports that there is a growing 
— demand in Russia for oil-yielding seeds, particu- 
Cultivation. larly for those of the suntlower. Until recently 
there have been but few mills for expressin 
this oil, and the growers finding no market at home sent their see 
abroad. Now, however, there are mills in Russia which require 
large quantities of it, and, what is more, they offer the growers 
higher prices than those obtainable abroad. With the increasing 
home demand a falling-off in the exports of oil seeds may be looked 
for in the near future. 

Samples of sunflower seeds were recently asked for by the 
Government of Bengal, where it is intended to try them, and the 
plant will also grow very luxuriantly in East Africa. It may well 
be found a suitable crop for other British colonies. 

In this country it is found that the best results in sunflower 
cultivation are obtained from a well tilled soil, with not too much 
clay in its composition ; it should be well ploughed in the autumn 
and harrowed in the spring. The seed should be sown in April or 
May in every second or third furrow. One or sometimes two or 
three seeds should be put into the ground at a distance of two to 
four inches apart. Broadcast sowing may also be resorted to, care 
being taken that only one seed falls in every two square feet. The 
quantity of seed required per acre is 20 lbs.; the yield, if good, 
should be about 1,600 lbs. The yield in oil of seed in husks is 
17 per cent., without husks 20 per cent. It may be of interest to 


add that the seed is much liked as a light refreshment by the 


poorer Russians; indeed it is sold in the streets by hawkers to be 
eaten as nuts are eaten in England. (Fureign Office, Annual Series, 
2,522.) 


ITALY. 
H.M. Consul at Naples, in a recent report, states that great interest 
is shown in Italian agricultural circles in the 
Locust Destroyer. success of the discoveries made at the Grahams- 
town Bacteriological Institute in the destruction 
of locusts. The result of these experiments has been to show that 
by creating what is called “ Locust Fungus” whole swarms of 


> 
| 
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locusts may be destroyed. With a féw tubes of fungus five swarms 
were destroyed in four days and 15 more in the next ten days, that 
is to say, hundreds of thousands of these creatures were destroyed 
before they had been able to inflict any injury. The fungus is 
being spread over South Africa amongst farmers and missionaries 
with highly beneficial results, and though locusts are not the 
plague in Italy that they are in Africa, they are bad enough to 
make it highly desirable that so easy a remedy should be applied 
in that country. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,524.) 


According to the Italian official ““ Gazzetta Ufficiale” of the 14th 
Geta inst., the present year has been a very favourable 
Sienemes one for Italian farmers buying chemical manures. 

: Phosphates have never before been so cheap; 
large contracts have been entered into by the agricultural co- 
operative societies of the north for the supply of this chemical on 
the basis of from 41 to 43 centesimi per unit of phosphoric anhydride, 
the price last year being 48 centesimi. This decrease is attributed to 
the dissolution of the Syndicate of the Manufacturers of Chemical 
Manures, and to the continued increase in production, which seems 
to have exceeded the demand. 

There are at present 46 manufactories of chemical manures 
in Italy, 11 of which are situated in Lombardy, whilst five others 
are either projected or in course of erection, At the end of 1899 
the production of mineral phosphates was estimated at about 
2,250,000 quintals, and an increase of 500,000 quintals on this 
amount is expected in the current year. The production of bone 


phosphates amounts to about 150,000 quintals. In 1890 the total 
production of phosphates in Italy was only 500,000 quintals. 


GREECE. 
A report from the French Legation in Athens, published in the 
French ‘“ Journal Officiel ” for the 17th inst., 
states that the Greek Government, has in virtue 
of a Law recently passed, appointed a commis- 


sion to investigate as to irrigation works needed in Thessaly. ‘This 
province which, as regards the fertility of the soil, is one of the most 
favoured in the Kingdom, and which might become the granary of 
Greece, is far from producing cereal crops in as large a quantity as 
could be effected under better conditions, and it is in order to remedy 
the existing state of things that the Government has appointed the 
commission referred to. ‘To meet the expenses likely to be incurred 
by the execution of the necessary works, surtaxes have been im- 
posed on the import and export duties levied on goods passing 


through the Custom House of Thessaly. The commission is 


authorised to invite foreign engineers to investigate as to the 
necessary irrigation works to be carried out.

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The French “Journal Officiel” of the 17th inst. states that, on 
Finmnes the 2nd ult., the Greek Ministry decided to 

Currant Crop. fx 10 per cent. as the amount of the tax in 
kind tobe collected on dried grapes exported from Greece. 

In publishing this decision in the Greek ‘“ Official Gazette,” the 
Ministers state that the crop of the present year is expected to 
amount to only from 75,000,000 to 85,000,000 Venetian lbs.* owing 
to the mildew blight. Last year’s crop amounted to 323,000,000 
Venetian lbs. According to the Minister of Finance the stock of 
currants in Greece amounts to about 10,000,000 Venetian lbs., 
and.according to the Currant Bank to 13,000,000. The stock abroad 
amounts to 9,900 tons or 21,000,000 Venetian Ibs., whilst stocks, 
both in Greece and abroad, of crops prior to 1899 were estimated 
last year at 42,000,000 Venetian lbs. 
_.The French Consulate at Corfu, in a report published in the 
same number of the French “ Journal Officiel,” states that at Zante, 
where the currant crop in good years averages 10,000,000 kilogs., 
it will this year hardly amount to 1,000,000 kilogs., and the yield 
of wine will be scarcely large enough to meet local consumption. 
At Cephalonia the situation is similar; the currant crop will this 
year.amount to only about 1,000,000 kilogs., or one-eighth of the 
normal yield, and the vintage is practically ml. At St. Maur the 
currant crop is not expected to exceed 500,000 kilogs. this year, 
against an average yield of ten times that amount, and the liqueur 
wine, the chief article of export from the island, will scarcely be 
produced in sufficient quantity to cover local consumption. At 
Corfu, where currants are not grown, but where red wine for 
blending is the most important product exported after olive oil, 
the production of wine is estimated to amount to only 40,000 
hectolitres this year, against a normal yield of 400,000. So that 
throughout the Ionian Islands the currant crop, which in ordinary 
years amounts to 23,000,000 kilogs., will not exceed 2,500, 000 
kilogs. this year, and the production of wine which ordinarily 
amounts to 1,000,000 hectolitres will this year scarcely suffice for 
local wants, leaving none for export.

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A communication ~ _ received from the Local Government 
sheaiah oard to the effect that in consequence of the 
Psa of appearance of plague in Ghigow: and in view 
lague. of the possible occurrence of cases of the disease 
in England and Wales, they have decided to issue an Order 
requiring the immediate notification to the Sanitary Authorities 
and to themselves of all cases of plague. The Order in its applica- 
tion to sanitary districts outside London, extends the provisions of 
the Infectious Disease (Notification) Act, 1889, to the notification 
of every case of plague occurring in the district of a Sanitary 
Authority. As regards the district of any Sanitary Authority in 
the Administrative County of London, and the district of the Port 
Sanitary Authority of London, the Order similarly extends the 
provisions of section 55 of the Public Health (London) Act, 1891. 
The Order also requires the Sanitary Authority forthwith to 
send circular letters to all legally qualified medical practitioners in 
the district, informing them of their duties under the regulations, 
and it imposes upon every Medical Officer of Health the duty of 
reporting forthwith to the Board any case of plague which may be 
notified to him, or which may otherwise come or be brought to his 
knowledge, and which may occur in the district or area assigned 
to his charge.

immigrants, for their temporary support and transportation to 
their place of destination.”

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A second Proclamation, dated 23rd August, 1900, prohibits the 
landing in Canada of any criminal or other vicious class of immi- 
grants from any European or Asiatic port, except upon such 
conditions for ensuring their re-transportation to the port whence 
they came, or elsewhere, with the least possible delay, as the 
Governor-General in Council prescribes, such conditions including, 
if the Governor-General deems it necessary, the immediate return, 
or the return with the least possible delay, of the vessel and such 
immigrants to the said port, such prohibited immigrants remaining 
on board until such return of the vessel.

Competition with tion to a report published in the ‘“ Munich 
ite Trade General News,” which was drawn up by a South 
* African correspondent of that journal, pointing 
out how Germany will have a great chance of pushing her trade with 
South Africa after the war is terminated, and how Germany can 
compete with us, and with France and Holland. It recommends 
the German Chambers of Commerce to send out competent men to 
gain a knowledge of the requirements of South African Colonies, 
particularly in the interior, where trade can be principally carried 
on with the Dutch, who, according to the ‘“‘ Munich General News,” 
“have naturally sympathy with their German brother race.” In 
this respect, the Woerman line has direct communication with 
Germany, taking a great portion of the Cape wool. Sample rooms 
must be arranged in the principal towns, and educational establish- 
ments must be particularly attended to. Stellenbosch, Wellington, 
Worcester are mentioned where educational books are required 
for young ladies’ seminaries, also at colleges, high schools, and 
agricultural schools ; these are now chiefly supplied by England.

years of the Marie Seamen’s Institute, estab- 
lished at St. Petersburg, under the patronage of the Empress Marie 
Feodoroyna, for the benefit of seamen visiting this port. Although 
founded on an international basis, the British element of its 

visitors largely predominates. 

The institution is maintained by voluntary donations of ship- 
owners, the local mercantile body, and private individuals who 
hold the welfare of the seafaring class at heart. 

The immediate object of the Institute now fully attained is to 
afford rational amusement on shore to the crews frequenting the 
port of St. Petersburg. 

The attractions of the Institute are much appreciated by its 
visitors, and the growing popularity of the Sailors’ Club, what 
it in reality proves to be, is evidenced by the annual increase in 
the number of men who take advantage of the good accommoda- 
tion and enjoyment provided for them. 

Financially, the Institute is in a very satisfactory con- 
dition, the yearly subscription towards its maintenance, being not 
only sufficient to defray annual outlays, but have always left an 
unexpended balance which has now accumulated to a sum exceed- 
ing 6,000 roubles. 

A contemplated enlargement of the new port will, in a short 
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time, nevessitate the transference of the Institute to another site 
within the same port, and the removal to and re-erection of the 
Institute on another spot within the confines of the harbour will 
be effected at the cost of the Customs Authorities. >

The 
turbine pipes from Messrs J. and A, Jensen and Dohl, Christiania. 
The electric machinery from Messrs. Siemens and Halske, Berlin. 
The crushing mills from Mr. Fried. Krupps, Grusanwerke, 
Magdeburg. ‘The produce of the factory will be shipped from 
Hommeloig and Trondhjem. 

The factory is owned by the “‘ Aktieselskabet Meraker Brug og 
Carbid Fabrik,” with a capital of about 55,000/. The same com- 
pany also owns a wood pulp factory at Meraker which has recently 
been enlarged, so that it is now capable of producing up to 8,000 
tons of fifty per cent. wet pulp per annum.

Miscellaneous. 


The machine working in Weisswasser is the first of its kind in 
Europe, and is of such remarkably simple construction that the 
most experienced hands are perfectly astounded at the results, and 
were loud in their acknowledgments of the ingenuity of the 
inventor, Mr. Blue, an American. 

The method of production is roughly as follows :— 

The melted glass is laid in a form; the head of the article is 
formed, and by means of a valve, working with compressed air, 
the glass article is blown, after which process the article is finished 
in whatever form is required. An average time of eight seconds 
is required for the production of each article, and the machine 
works as regularly and safely as if metal articles were being 
punched. The finished articles were without flaw. It may be 
seen then that there is no waste by breakage, no necessity for cutting, 
no fear of defective articles, and no necessity to be dependent on 
skilled workmen. All these facts point to a great change in the 
glass industry, a change to be brought about by the probably

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UNITED STATES. 


According to the preliminary figures issued by the Bureau of 
Trade for Eight Statistics of the United States Government, the 
Months par imports into that country during the eight 
A +. 1900 months ended August last, amounted in value to 
ugust,  117,647,0007. as compared with 107,331,000/. 
in the first eight months of 1899, and 88,942,000/. in a similar 
period of 1898. As regards the exports, the value for the first 
eight months of 1900 was 190,795,000/. as compared with 
165,123,000/., and 162,215,000/. in similar periods of 1899 and 
1898, respectively. 


According to a memorandum received at the Board of Trade from 

the United States Bureau of Statistics, the 
Raw Cotton Trade. record of cotton exportations and movements 

for 1899-1900, which are measured usually by 
what is termed the “cotton year,” ending with the month of 
August, may now be compared with those of the preceding year. 
These reports, which are of a preliminary nature, include about 
98 per cent. of the total exports of cotton, and as the comparison 
of the present year is made with the similar reports of preceding 
years, the relative showing for the various years is a fair one. A 
study of the exportation of cotton supplied by these figures shows 
that the exports of raw cotton during the cotton year ending with 
August, 1900, are greater in value than in any preceding cotton 
year since 1892, and the average price per pound greater than on 
any occasion since 1893, except in the year 1896. 

The average export price of cotton in August, 1900, was 9°7 
cents per pound, as against an average of 5°6 cents during the year 
1899, and 5:8 cents in 1895, and is higher than the average of any 
year since 1891.

Some of the 
ports on the Pacific coast, which have declined in importance since 
the introduction of railways, such as Mazatlan, Manzanillo, Colima 
and Acapulco, may. regain a portion of their old trade by the 
construction: of the port of Salina Cruz, and a renewal of activity 


all along that region, from the frontier of Guatemala to California, 
may be expected. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,527.) 


COSTA RICA. 


A report of the German Consul in Costa Rica on the trade of that 
-i country during last year, which was published 
Trade in 1899. - i, the “ Reichs Anzeiger” for the 18th inst., 

states that the decline in the price of coffee on the European 

market has prejudicially affected the trade of Costa Rica, and the 
economic condition of the State is but slowly improving. The total 

imports amounted in 1899 to 4,136,707 dols. in value, or 122,189 

less than in 1898. This total was divided in the following pro-

The ndmbey of cattle imported from the neighbouring States 
amounted to: 15,918 or 3,989 less than in 1898; this coupled with 
a large increase in the consumption of meat points to an increase 
in the native production.

The figures given for the export of coffee relate to the 
October, 1898—September, 1899, crop; the production. was 
4,119,454 kilogs. less in quantity, and 1,266,378 dollars less in 
value than its predecessor. Of the exports of coffee, 55 per cent. 
went to Great Britain, 26 per cent. to the United States, 15 per 
cent. to Germany, and 4 per cent. to other countries. . The crop of 
bananas, which are exported solely to the United States, was 
greater than that of the preceding year by 631,735 bunches. The 
development of this branch of agriculture is most remarkable ; this 
year’s crop is said to have amounted to 3,500,000 bunches. The 
exports of dyewoods and timber were greater in quantity than in 
1898, but were valued at 53,851 dols. less. In consequence of 
the withdrawal of the prohibition of the free exploitation of ‘the 
india-rubber trees in the State forests, the exports of india-rubber 
were nearly twice as great in 1899 as in 1898, 


CHILE. 


With reference to the notices on pp. 279-280 of the “ Journal ” for 
P 2nd August last, and on p. 599 of the issue for 
Rrra 6th inst., the Board of Trade have received a 
"notification from the Foreign Office tothe effect 
_— that goods sent out by Messrs: Lamport’ and 
Holt’s line of steamers for the purpose of being exhibited at the 
International Hygienic Exhibition, will be carried at,.an abatement 
of one-third from off the usual tariff rates of freight.‘ 


FRANCE-—INDO-CHINA. 


The exportation of india-rubber from Indo-China, according to the 
. e “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce ” for the 13th 
inst. has increased remarkably, 79,158 kilogs. 
eumagees of a value of 264,906 francs having been 
exported during the first quarter of the present year, whilst .the 
exports during the whole’ of last year amounted to only about 
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51,000 kilogs. Of the exports during the first quarter of 1899, 
9,665 kilogs. valued at 56,460 francs were sent from Saigon, and 
69,482 kilogs. valued at 208,446 francs from Saigon. A large 
proportion however of the india-rubber exported from Tonkin 
comes from Laos and Annam, and is brought to Tonkin from Vinh 
by coasting vessels. France took the principal part of the 
caoutchouc exported from Tonkin, 77,834 kilogs. going to that 
country and only 1,324 kilogs. abroad. It is expected that the 
statistics for the second quarter of the present year will show a 
further increase. 


JAPAN—FORMOSA. 


H.M. Consul for North Formosa says, in a recent report, that 
correspondents addressing communications to 


for oa 8 Consulates in Formosa should note that letters, 
Consular Officials if intended for the Consulate at Tainan, should 


be addressed via Anping, Formosa, or owing to 
confusion of names, they are otherwise most frequently delivered 
at Tamsui and are greatly delayed thereby. Also, to the address 
“Tamsui” the word “ Formosa” should be added, not “ China.” 
Official letters should be addressed to “ H.B.M. Consul,” not by 
name. Otherwise, when the Consul happens to be absent, or 
to have been transferred elsewhere, they are often redirected and 
forwarded and much time is lost in consequence. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,525.) 


ZANZIBAR. 


The following particulars relating to the trade of Zanzibar in 1899 
apert are taken from a report by H.M. Consul- 
“trade in 1899 General at that port :— 
‘ The total value of all articles imported into 
Zanzibar amounted in 1889;to 1,596,606/., an increase of 41,5361. 
on the imports of 1898, while those from foreign countries, 
excluding the neighbouring British, Italian, and German East 
African coasts, exclusive also of those returns taken at the Custom 
House of all produce which entered it from the Pemba and 
Zanzibar Islands, amounted to 1,059,810/., an increase of 46,982I. 
It will be seen, therefore, that foreign countries, and not this 
island or the adjacent mainland territories, are responsible for the 
increase in the value of goods imported, and there seems the less 
danger of trade becoming diverted from the place owing to the 
undoubted growing importance of Mombasa, and the opening up 
of the interior of British East Africa by means of the Uganda 
Railway. 
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Some of the principal items which show an increase in the 
imports are :—Cloves and clove stems,* 33,5131. ; coals, 20,3461. ; 
ghee, 10,3941. ; rubber, 9,664/.; sugar, 4,837/.; hardware, 3,7581. ; 
and tobacco, 3,208/.; while amongst those showing a decrease are 
specie, 15,456/.; piece goods, 9,1161.; hides, 3,4201.; crockery 
and glassware, wine and timber. 

India maintains her position in the first rank amongst the 
countries from which goods are imported into Zanzibar, and 
the value of this trade shows an increase for the year under 
review of 24,196/. over the corresponding amount imported from 
that country in 1898, although rice was less by 4,142/. than in the 
year 1898. ‘The decrease in this item is possibly due to a mitiga- 
tion of the drought in the interior of Africa, and probably also 
to depression of trade owing to the plague or famine in India or 
to a combination of these causes. 

The value of piece-goods imported from that country was very 
much the same as in the previous year, the difference being less 
than 1,000/. on the corresponding figures for 1898. The value of 
imports from the United Kingdom was, as in previous years, 
greater than the value of those from other European countries, 
and it is most satisfactory to note that there is an increase of 
24,9321. over the corresponding figures for 1898; Germany comes 
next, imports thence being 50,3101. less than those from the 
United Kingdom, but here again there is an improvement on the 
imports of the previous year. From the United States the value 
of goods received at this port has increased by 22,0251., piece- 
goods having risen from 56,1701. to 69,5331., showing an increase 
of 13,363/., while a decrease is shown in the value of imports from 
Belgium of 13,148/., and to a less degree in those from France and 
Holland. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,520.) 


* This product cannot, however, be properly treated as an import, since there is 
no consumption cf it in Zanzibar, and it is only brought into the local Custom 
House to be afterwards exported to other countries. 


+ In view, however, of the fact that, as will be shown further on in this report,
